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FORT WORTH — An 
attorney for Michael Ed- 
dowes said Wednesday 
the British author will 
appeal a court order that 
blocks him from open- 
ing the Lee Harvey 
Oswald grave. 

Attorney Cue Lip- 
scomb said Eddowes will 
urge the Fort Worth 
Court of Civil Appeals to 
set aside a temporary or- 
der by Dist. Judge James 
E. Wright. 

The order blocks Ed- 
dowes from opening the 
Oswald grave in Rose 
Hill Cemetery on the 
east edge of Fort Worth. 

Eddowes contends an 
autopsy would show that 
a Soviet agent posed as 
Oswald and that this 
agent was buried in the 
grave after he was shot 
following the 1963 assas- 
sination of President 
John F. Kennedy. ; t 

Wright held that the 
grave should remain un- 


disturbed although 
Oswald’s widow, Marina 
Oswald Porter, had 
given Eddowes permis- 
sion to arrange ah au- 
topsy. The Jurist said 
this permission alone 
was insufficient. 

“There may be one’ 
complication to an im- 
mediate appeal,” Lip- 
scomb said. “The appeals * 
court might take the po- 
sition that it lacked ju- 
risdiction since Wright 
had not ruled on pleas 
filed by Rose Hill Ceme- 
tery and Dr. Charles 
Petty, who is the Dallas 
County medical exam- 
iner. 

“We believe, however, 
that Eddowes has 
grounds for appealing 
now even though 
Wright has not resolved.’ 
issues which involve 
others.” i j * 

Should the appeals 
court accept jurisdic- 
tion, it likely would not 
hand down a decision 
for at least four months. 

The Texas Supreme • 
Court agreed with the 
appeals court and 
Wright last week, saying 
Eddowes lacked stand- 
ing to force officials to 
open the grave. But new 
issues are involved now 
since Oswald’s widow 
approved exhumation of 
the body. . ' i 
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
